Its writer, John Karl, was burled 
In Bnuhill Fields. London in 17CS- 
when, it is said 20.000 people gathered 
to do h!m honour. Well did the 
writer of such a hymn deserve ill 
It waves the flag of mercy . 

But the jewe! in this string of 
sweet and heavenly scngs is — 

Jesus Lover of my sua!." 

It would not be didicult to write 
an em ire book upon the history and 
beauties of this malcliless hymn. Had 
Charles Wesley never written an- 
other, this lovely song would have 
made b-s name immortal. 

These are the words our sa:nteil 
mothers taught- us; they bave led 
millions through the heavenly gates 
and proved the floating spar of Sal- 
vation to many sinners in the dark- 
ness and storm of spiritual distress. 

Finney sang this song as he closed 
liis earthly career; Br. Lyman Beech- 
er whispered, "Jesus, Lover of my 
sou!,*' when dying; and bis brother, 
Henry Wand Beecher. said on one 
occas ion. "I would iaUier_fcavc writ- 
ten that hymn of Wesley's thanTHve 
the fame of all the feiags that ever 
sat on earth." 

As poetry its composition Is delight- 
ful; Its language is Scriptural la 
every line; and tbo vsfcole forms a 
fitting vehicle for human weakness 
and need to pour forth, in the confi- 
dence of faith, nn appeal to Him who 
is the source of ail strength and con- 
so'atiun. It is alike iiFoful for the 
ch.-er and comfort of saints, and the 
bringing in of poor sin-stricken souls.

Lard Reseserry's Message, 

Speaking at the Imperial Press Con- 
ference, held fn London. England, re- 
cently. Lord Roseberry reminded the 
assembled newspaper men that they 
were visiting the homeland of the 
Empire. "Welcome Home " he said, 
J 'to the borne of your language, your 
liberties, and yuor race welcome 
home to the source of your Parlia- 
ments, of yo-ir free Institutions and 
liberties, and your race, welcome 
home to the supreme' head of all these 
Dominions, your Sovereign and mine, 
who Is not merely the King of Great 
Brlta'n but the King of hearts 
(cheers); welcome home to this and 
to anything besides that we, In all 
brotherhood, can offer' you." 

In bis speech he aico touched up- 
on the question of Imperial defence, 
and sent a message to the Colonies tn 
the effect that some personal duty and 
responsibility for defence rests on 
every man and citizen. "Te"l your 
people." he said "the deplorable way 
In which Europe Is lapsing Into milit- 
arism, njid the pressure whlcb Is put 
upon this little island to defend Its 
liberties— and yours. But take this 
mesgago a'ao back< with you — that 
the Old Country Is right at heart, 
that tbore Is no falling or weakness In 
heart, and that shn 
rejoices in renewing 
her youth In her 
giant dominions be- 
yond the seas."

After photographs have been, ob- 
tained of flashes of lightning and 
flying eannon balls, it would seem 
an easy, matter to obtain a picture of 
a bursting soap bubble. Bui appar- 
ently this Is not so. 

An eminent scientist said not long 
ago that for a long time It had been 
his ambition to pho-ograph a soap 
bubble In the aet of breaking. He 
anticipated great difficulty because 
he knew the time occupied In the dis- 
appearance of a breaking bubble 
must be only a small fraction of a 
tsecond. 

Whoever has watched a bri'Iiant 
soap bubble hurst, knows how quickly 
it vanishes. The scientist thought it 
might take one-twentieth of a second: 
but by repeated experiments, he found 
that the time occupied in the disap- 
pearance of the iridescent film, was 
not more than one three-hundredth, 
of a second. To catch and picture 
one of these, vanishing films between 
the Instant of Its breaking and that 
of Its complete extinction, proved a. 
most difficult undertaking; but it was 
accomplished.

From Gowganda comes a wall that 
the mosquitoes up North make life 
unbearable for the settlers. The dis- 
covery, therefore, that certnln birds 
are eaters of mosquitoes should 
aronsc hopes In their hearts, 

Notahlo among these mosquito de- 
stroyers aro tho night hawk, chtmney 
swlft, and klldee. Tbe nlghthawk has 
a huge mouth and a stomach of cor- 
responding size, it does most of its 
feeding during twilight hours, on 
which account, the malaria mosquito, 
which Is a night flyer. Is part'cularly 
likely to become Its victim. Mos- 
quitoes of nil y breed are much es- 
teemed by this bird, which wilt pass 
through a cloud of them with its 
mouth wide open aud take tbem In 
much the same as a whale swa'lows 
flohes In Its progress through a 
school. There Is hardly a doubt that 
it' coulil eat ten thousand mosquitoes 
for a single meal. 

Tho ehlmtieyswlft Is llkewlso very 
active during twilight hours when It 
feeds, it Is a very rapid flyer, as 
most people have had opportunities 
to notice. Prohab'y It could devour 
two hundred mosquitoes at a repast. 
As for the klldee. five hundred niof- 
qultoes would do no more than pro- 
vide tela bird With a squara meal.. . . .

The morning meeting in the spa- 
cious and beautiful Tcmplo, with 
which tho proceedings of Snndny 
commenced, was crowded with a 
highly sympathetic audience, Tim 
Hall was chastely decorated and the 
colIln, on v/hlch were placed The 
Army Flag, and the cap and Blhle . 
of tho promoted warrior, stood In 
front of tho platform. 

To the Celestial City. 

Coinmlsslonor Howard, who was 
also supported by Commissioner Ouch- 
teroncy and Mrs. Colonel Povlsen, 
gave an nddress pregnant w!tb ten- 
der ard Inspiring thought.

Mrs. Booth spoke with niucli power 
and tenderness. She came, she told 
us, as the representative of The Gen- 
eral and the Chief. In touchJDs words 
she referred to the sr.-op ; rablc lesa 
which Commissioner Lucy Booth-He!-- 
berg had sustained and spoke ot the 
glorified Commissioner's length of 
service, which was on'y interrupted 
by his fail'ng health.

Halifax itself was not founded until 
17-1!), eleven years before the final ex- 
pulsion of the French from the main- 
land of tlie continent. Its carl3- in- 
habitants were piched men, mostly sol- 
diers and 9ailor9 with tlieir families, 
who were sent out from tlio Mother 
C'uuntry under Lord C'ornwallis. They 
were afterwards joined by bodies of 
American Loyalists, the first Imperial- 
ists of the British Kinpire as we know 
it now. The settlement was" called 
Halifax in honour of the Karl of Hali- 
fax, at that time" President of the 
Board of Trade and Plantutious. In 
the campaign which ended in the death 
of Wolfe and capture of Quebec, the 
American devolution, and the war of 
1812-14.. it was the principal base of 
operations for the British fleet. 

Until the latter end of the eighteeulh 
century Halifax was the seal of (Jiiv- 
crmiient-of all th«- Jlaiiliuic Provinces, 
lis. Parliament House, a massive pile 
of granite, has therefore, one of the 
finest collections uf purl raits in the 
Dominion. No oilier citv ia the Um- 
pire outside England is 'rich in mem- 
ories of so inrinv distinguished ICuglish- 
men, no oilier Colonial State has given 
so iimnv distinguished i to the Ini- 
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ic by I lie Do- 
minica liovernnieiit since last vear. 
. The future of this trio of 'cities is 
assured. Behind theui is a province 
■with untold wen I til in gold, c-ml, iron, 
ind other minerals; fisheries, timber, 
"and furs, facing it across the ocean ia 
the Orient; north of it, the Yukon El- 
Vlorado. It stands midway between 
'England and Australia, Its cljmuto 
is healthy, mid, owing to the mild in- 
fluence of the Kuro Siwo, the Gulf 
' Stream of the Pacific, it is pioaaaut to 
live in. As u summer resort, the Island 
of Vancouver is uiiaurpiiaacd. Tlio for- 
ests arc full of game, tho watero teem 
with flslt, tlio scenery is iiingulfieent, the 
roads in the neighbourhood of Esqui- 
inanli. nro excellent either for driving 
or cycling, and beautiful with luxuriant 
licdges and gardens. Victoria is uuigue, 
iuusiniich as it stands out from wooded

Canada's Eastern Sontlnol, 

If tlio western sentinel of tho Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway in tlio newest of 
the Empire's strong places, Hulifas, Its 
'eastern aontlnel, Is one of the oldeat. 
It is tho capital of Nova Scotia, which 
•,was discovered by C'nbot In 1497, and 
ior a hundred years was one of tlie 
twittlo-grounds of England and France 



Our Chief Winter Port. 

Halifax is built mi a peninsula funn- 
el by Hie North West Ann. a rivoi-iike . 
inlet of Hie sea; and ISedfiird Hasia, a 
lake-like expanse of water, fen s(pi:ire 
miles in extent. The harbour perhap-, 
possesses more advantages than iiiiv 
other in the world, ll has good hold- 
ing groillhl, no rocks or shoals, mid a 
iiiiiform deplli of from tun to twelve 
fathoms. This noble harbour is the 
chief winter port of the Dominion. It 
is connected with Montreal by the In- 
tercolonial Unilway, "oil miles long, and 
us thin connects Willi Hie Canadian Pa- 
cific Hallway, Halifax is ia direct com- 
munication with the rest of the Conti- 
nent. It is nlso a cable centre, lines 
radiating to Britain, Bermuda, and the 
West Indies, across Cuiinda, and, ulti- 
mately, across tho Pacific to Austral- 
asia, Its facilities for coaling arc ex- 
cellent. Good bunker coal, afloat and 
in trite Its, is always available to run on 
to piers and. chutes provided for the 
purpose. Besides four marine railways, 
capable of hauling, vessels under 2,000 
tons burden, is a large graving-dock of 
stone, 000 feet in length. As the most 
important Naval Station in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, it is fully equipped, 
mid so formidable are .its fortifications 
that it is practically impregnable from 
tho sea. At the entrance of the har- 
bour are York Eedoubt, Port Ogilvie, 
and Fort Clarence; in mid-channel are 
tho islands of St. George and McNab, 
bristling with all tha latest engines of 
war. At other strategical points, par- 
ticularly in the park, powerful guns

An 'Imposing Citadel. 

Tho most striking feature of Halifax 
is the Citadel, which crowns a hill ris- 
ing gently from the water's edge. The 
massive walls defy assault, the bar- 
racks within arc bomb-proof, guns of 
the latest pattern sweep city and har- 
bour. The original Citadel works were 
begun by the Duke of Kent, bat since 
bis timo endless changes and additions 
nave been made, until it is now a fort- 
ress worthy to be mentioned in the 
samo breath with Gibraltar and Malta. 
From the Citadel the view is superb. 
Behind roll out fertile green plains, dot- 
ted with wliito cottages and bounded 
by undulating ranges of hills. Directly 
opposite, in Dartmouth, a small town 
picturesquely situated at the base of 
verdant, wcll-woodcd b'lls, and length- 
ened sborewards wita tho -villa resi- 
dences of Halifax merchants. Below 
.arc tho ships of His Maesty's Navy 
riding at anchor, and the ships of the 
twenty lines of steamers wnieb regu- 
larly trade with (he port- And every- 
where water is a feature of tbe land- 
scape. Ia the distance is tbe heaving 
Atlaatic, nearer at hand is the harbour 
running to a point called the Narrows, 
beyond which it opens out into Bedford 
Basin, surroundod by lofty piae-c-Iad 
hills. from another point of vies? 
spreads out the most beautiful parU aa 
the North American Continent.
